LOG OF R-34 
TELLS STORY OF 


EROTRN TRIP. 


Airship Travelled From New 
York at Estimated Speed of 
74 Miles Per Hour 


Pulham, Norfolk, July 14—The log 
of the R-34 on its eastern trip, as on 
im voyage westward, was kept by 
Brigadier General E. F. Maitland, re- 
presentative of the British alr min- 
istry on the dirigible, 

The log says that after an extreme- 
ly “good get-away’ New York looked 
wonderful at midnight and was a vei 
itable fairyland of twinkling lights. 
The searchlights at first made a very 
unsuccessful search ‘‘but finally got us 
fair and square.” The great electrical 
signs of New York, the log says, 1tl- 
lustrate the great importance of aerial 
advertisements. 

At @ distance of 2,000 feet above 
New York the air was disturbed, part- 
ly because of the heat rising from the 
city and partly because of an_ ap- 
proaching cyclone from the Great 
Lakes. The airship was very steacy 
under the circumstances. 

At 10.10 a.m., Thursday, the R-34 
heeded for her Scottish base at an es- 


timated speed of 74 miles an hour, get.) 


ting the full benefit of a 36 knot wind 
from the southwest. At 2.17 o'clock 
tho dirigible crossed the United States 
coast line. Four engines were run- 
ning at that time, while a fifth was 
being rested. By 9.15 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning the dirigible had covered 
430 miles from New York. The mail 
was then sorted, It included letters 
for King George, the British foreign 
office, other governmental depart- 
ments and a number of newspapers, 
the log adding:— 

owe hope this journey will prove 
the fastest newspaper delivery be- 
tween New York and London yet ac- 


gomplished, and will be the forerunner 


of a regular interchange of mail be- 
tween the cast and the west —the old 
world and the new.” 

At 10.45 o'clock the R-84 was mak- 
ing 72 knots an hour on four engines, 
the forward engine, having been stop- 


ped 

: “Tf all goes well,” the log continu- 
ed, “Scott, commander of the R-34, 
will go straight to London to see how 
long !t takes to cross from Broadway 
to Ptecadilly Circus, from the heart of 
one capital to the heart of another. At 
noon we had lunch with a ration of 
rum, The latter was much apprec!- 
ated as the weather had turned. Much 
secondary meteorological information 
in the Atlantia, it was agreed, could 
be obtained cheaply by equipping 
cable repair ships with instruments.”

The conflict between French 
and Italian troops in Fiume raises a pew 
trouble and provokes fresh bitterness. A 
prompt and clear decision, right or wrong, 
wonld be better than a suepense filled 
with these brawls.

Commissioner Ormsby Returns 
From the East With New 
Idea for City 


Commiasioner Ormsby has come 
back from his trip south and east, 
fully convinced of one thing, and that 
fs, as a city, Edmonton is singularly 
jlacking in attractiveness. By this he 
means that nothing has been done to 
|beautify open spaces in thg city or to 
provide little municipal gardens in 
|the more populated places, where the 
eye can rest with pleasure on some- 
thing different from bricks and mor- 
tar. 

That something should be done in 
{this respect he is of strong opinion, 
especially in the centre of the city, 
and as a giart, he is going to put it 
jup to the aldermen whether a begin- 
|ning can't be made on the market 
square in the centre of the city. Many 
have previously expressed the opinion 
{that this site is one that should be 
\laid out in the way of a public garden 
}so that citizens and_ visitors may 
jchance on a place right in the heart 
of things where they can sit and rest, 
jor walk awhile as a respite from the 
streets. 

It is suggested by Commissioner 
Ormsby that this work should be un- 
|dertaken before any progress is made 
|with the construction of the fish mar- 
ket building. His plan is that instead 
of running the fish market buildings 
to the west, that they should be ex- 
tended from the present building to 
the east. 

hig would leave all that ground 
between the market buildings and 
the west end to McDougall unoccu- 
|pied, save for the two brick buildings 
lat the north and south ends. One of 
these, meaning the old waterworks 
buildings and stable, should be remov- 
ed, but the house at the other end 
might be left and converted into a 
ladies’ rest room and toilet. 

The remainder of the ground would 
|be laid out as garden and park with 
trees and walks and seats, and there 
|is no doubt, says the commissioner, 
that the general appearance of the 
whole neighborhood would be greatly 
enhanced thereby, It would provide 
\just tthat little municipal garden that 
is so much needed to beautify and re- 
lieve the centre of the city. 

As for the remainder of the square, 
for the present nothing more would 
{be done. A fence would be run across 
the western aide of the buildings and 
shed from north to south, and on the 
east side of this line fence the wagons 
and rigs would be free to pull in and 
out as they do at present. 

By this plan, says the commissioner, 
a space will be taken from the area 
|where the market is held, yet the ap- 
|pearance of the whole will be altered 
|greatly for the better. And the cost 
will be comparatively emall,
